EJ budget approved, barely 


After several weeks of back and 
forth budget talks, the East Jordan 
City Commission approved the 2002- 
03 proposed budget with no discus- 
sion whatsoever. The commission- 
ers approved the budget with a 4-3 
vote. By city charter, the budget was 
required to be approved by May 15 
to be valid for the upcoming fiscal 
year, beginning July 1. 

Initially, commissioners took issue 
with several aspects of the budget as 
proposed earlier this year, with water 


rates and the reduction of an officer 
from the police department budget 
taking the most heat. Later, the com- 
mission asked city administrator 
David White to cut $150,000 from 
proposed budget expenditures, in or- 
der to boost a shrinking fund balance. 

White made the proposed cuts, with 
streets and sidewalks taking the big- 
gest hit, in order to comply with the 
commission’s request for a fund bal- 
ance of around $500,000. 

At a subsequent special meeting, 


however, called to further discuss 
budget issues last month, the commis- 
sion decided by consensus to main- 
tain a fund balance based on a per- 
centage of the total budget, rather than 
a specific monetary amount. Nearly 
all of the $150,000 in cuts were re- 
stored to achieve the final budget, 
which contained a fund balance of 
approximately 20 percent of the total 


budget. The original fund balance as ©

Stafford’s sells 
One Water Street | 


One Water Street, a longtime wa- 
terfront business in Boyne City. re- 
cently came under new ownership, 
with two summer residents joining 
together to purchase the property 
from Stafford’s Hospitality. 

Last week Joe Thomas and Greg 
Krueger. both of the Troy area, closed 
on the purchase of the restaurant and 
approximately one acre of land for an 
undisclosed amount. 

According to REMAX of Boyne 
broker Jeff Wellman, who facilitated 
the transaction, the two have had sum- 
mer homes in Boyne City for many 
years and had long hoped to under- 
take such a development project lo- 
cally. 

Negotiations to purchase the prop- 
erty began as early as November of 
2001, wrapping up on Friday with the 
official closing. 

While plans for the property are not 
complete, Wellman said Thomas and 
Krueger are going to “make sure there 
is some type of restaurant there,” 
though perhaps a somewhat smaller 
facility. One possible additional use 
would be the creation of some type 
of dock system off of the property, 
which fronts Lake Charlevoix. The

Last fall, after the tragedy of Sept. 11 had 
rocked the country, people were looking for a 
way, any way, to ease the pain of those who’d 
suffered losses. While many donated blood, 

-contributed what money they could, and wrote 
cards and letters, a group of local quilters was 
inspired by a project they'd seen on a TV news 
program, in which Iowa resident Betty Neilson 
was putting out a call for help in creating one 
quilt for the family of each victim of the Sept. 
11 attacks. Longing for their own way to con- 
tribute, the quilters, based at East Jordan’s Quilt 
Cottage, knew they’d found something mean- 


love.

The process, said quilt enthusiast Kay Harper, 
was full of its own magic, making it as full of 
meaning for the contributors as it will likely be 
for the recipients. Most remarkable, Harper said, 
is that when those families receiving the quilts 
look at the squares, they’1l know that “when [the 
quilters] were making them, they were thinking 
about why they’re doing this.” 

Harper had her own magic moment during the 
quilts’ creation, when a friend’s 7-year-old daugh- 
ter was spending some time with her. Upon learn- 
ing of the project, the girl had commented, “I wish 
I could make a square.” Harper seized the oppor- 
tunity, allowing the child to pick some fabric and 
help cut and sew a square all her own. The quilt, 
Harper notes, was. made by quilters (and non- 
quilters) of all ages, and all walks of life.

Lynn Carson, an early retirement 
means endless possibilities

Blizzards, it seems, figure large in 
Lynn Carson's memories of her 33 
years at Grandvue Medical Care Fa- 
cility. As the housekeeping and laun- 
dry supervisor, Carson has weathered 
her share of storms, both literal and 
figurative, both personal and profes- 
sional. i 

As she prepares for an early retire- 
ment, effective at the end of this 
month, the memories that bubble 
forth are ones of commitment, and 
family ties. . - 

“Blizzards,” she said with a laugh. 
“Let me tell you about blizzards.” 
She arrived ir: one, first of all, at the 
tender age of 11. 

Born in New York City, Carson had 
found herself, after the sudden death 
of her father when she was 9, 
“plunked down on a farm in the 
middle of a blizzard” when her 
mother had decided to leave the-big 
city and move in with her sister in 
Ironton. Eventually settling in East 
Jordan, Carson graduated from high 
school, married young, and was off 
to see the world with her milttary hus- 
band. 

As her husband readied to leave the 
service a couple of years later, they 
decided to return to East Jordan. 
Carson had heard about a housekeep- 
ing supervisor opening at Grandvue. 
At 22 years old and without any rel- 
evant experience, she was hired, 
thanks in part to the recommendation 
of an employee who had recognized 
her name. 

She began her job, of course. dur- 
ing a blizzard with the resulting snow 
cover causing her to inadvertently 
begin parking her car near the front 
door, smack in the middle of a side- 
walk.

“I didn’t find out until spring that 
it was the sidewalk,” she said. 

Overseeing three employees, 
Carson had only three days of offi- 
cial training, after which her employ- 
ees “basically trained me.” 

Despite a beginning full of uncer- 
tainties, the Grandvue staff and resi- 
dents quickly became family to 
Carson. “It was a fun bunch,” she 
said. “They worked as a team.” 

She found it enough to her liking, 
as it turned out, to stay awhile. She 
continued on as housekeeping super- 
visor throughout the 1970s, taking on 
additional duties as the laundry super- 
visor in the late 1980s. 

Through her time at Grindvue, 
she’s raised two daughters, weathered 
a divorce and the untimely death of 
her second husband. 

She’s maintained outside business 
ventures, including a photography 
business that she’s worked at going 
on 20 years, as weil as being an art- 
ist, having sold some of her original 
watercolor paintings. 

She’s created wedding cakes and 
flower arrangements, including those 
for recent wedding ceremonies at 
Grandvue. 

“T have,” she said simply. “lots of 
different interests.” And now, with 
her children raised, she’s ready to pur- 
sue them in earnest. 

The one piece that's always been 
constant. though, ts her employment 
at Grandvue. And while she enjoyed 
the job, it’s not the part shell miss — 
it will be the people. Her greatest 
Memories are those of pulling to- 
gether. of creative solutions to hard 
times. 

She remembers, and again the bliz- 
zards come into play, many occasions 
in which harsh winter weather caused 
staff members. and sometimes their

family members, to stay overnight on 
makeshift mattresses with towels for 
pillows. 

One day in particular, Carson found 
herself with the front end of her 
Volkswagen buried in a snowbank at 
6 a.m. on her way to work. “It was 
the 70s.” she said, rolling her eyes, 
and she was wearing a short, faux fur 
coat, and vinyl “go-go” boots. Nev- 
ertheless, she began the trudge to a 
nearby house, falling into the deep 
snow all the way and facing icy 


winds. “It wasn’t ‘wind chill’ then,” 
“she said. “It was just ‘God-awful 
cold.” 


She reached the house, at which she 
was warmed up and given the chance

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to call a tow truck. By the time the 
wrecker reached her, though, he’d 
picked up several other stranded trav- 
elers, so, with a full cab, she found 
herself heading to work on the truck’s 
running board. That was one of those 
nights that she, and other workers, 
stayed put. 

That's the work ethic that she’ll al- 
ways associate with the employees at 
Grandvue. 

“If [employees] knew a storm was 
coming,” she said, “they'd come in 
and stay the night to be there in the 
morning. 

“The ones that were really, truly 
dedicated would always find a way 
to help in some fashion.” 

Grandvue figured largely in the life 
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of her family, too, es- 
pecially when she mar- 
ried her second hus- 
band, Paul Carson, 
who spent 10 years as 
a Grandvue mainte- 
nance worker. 

The connection took 
ona greater irony when 
Paul suffered a debili- 
tating stroke, making 
him a resident at 
Grandvue, where he 
spent five years “in a 
steady decline.” The 
time was a painful one 
for Carson, as well as 
her children. Her 
daughter, Kathy, at the 
age of 10, would ride 
her bike from home to 
visit her father at the 
facility. “She had a 
strong connection with 
Grandvue,” Carson 
said of Kathy. “It was 
a hard time.” 

But there are memo- 
ries of better times, 
which enrich her view 
of Grandvue on the 
whole. When Paul 
worked with her at 
Grandvue, the facility 
had a big garden, full 
of strawberries and 
fresh vegetables, that 
was one of the mainte- 
nance worker’s main 
responsibilities. “We grew beautiful 
raspberries, tomatoes,” she said, all 
of which were used in the kitchen for 
Grandvue meals. 

After Paul became the maintenance 
supervisor, the facility hooked up with 
the Department of Natural Resources 
and were notified whenever the DNR 
might have a spare deer or two on its 
hands. 

“The DNR would drop off those 
deer,” Carson said, and the employ- 
ees, herself included, would roll up 
their sleeves to dress the animals. 
“That’s how the residents got their 
fresh venison,” she said. 

Fresh fish, too, would come from a 
local fish hatchery, that would bring 
in 12 to 15 fish at time that had been 
“tested” in the lake. Again, employ- 
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habit of exercise!

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ees would skin and filet the fish for 
the residents to enjoy. 

“We utilized every resource we 
had,” Carson said. “Money was fru- 
gal back then.” 

Not that it isn’t now, though 
Grandvue has grown by leaps and 
bounds since then, including a cur- 
rent construction project that will al- 
most double the square footage of the 
facility. 

And as Grandvue is going through 
big changes, Carson realized it was 
time for her to make some big 
changes as well. 

“Where [Grandvue] is going is 
right,” she said. “It’s where we should 
be.” 

At the same time, however, Carson 
realized she wasn’t ready to go with 
it. 

Instead, she’s got plans to indulge 
her creative side, maybe travel a little, 
and spend some quality time with her 
grandkids. “What better opportu- 
nity?” she said. 

What better opportunity, indeed.

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ORDINANCE #183 ae 
CROSS CONNECTION ORDINANCE 


An ordinance regulating cross connections with the public: water supply 
system, i.e., a connection or arrangement of piping or appurtenances through 
which water of questionable quality, wastes or other contaminants can enter 
the public water supply system. 


Be it ordained by the City of East Jordan, State of Michigan: 


Section 1. That the City of East Jordan adopts by reference the Water 
Supply Cross Connection Rules of the Michigan Department of Environmental 
Quality being R352.11401 to R 325.11407 of the Michigan Administrative Code. 

Section 2. That it shall be the duty of the City. of East Jordan to cause 
inspections to be made of ali properties served by. the public water supply 
where cross connections with the public water supply is deemed possible.’ 
The frequency of inspections and reinspections based on potential health haz- 
ards involved shail be as established by the City of East Jordan and as ap- 
proved by the Michigan Department of Environmental Quality. 

Section 3. That the representative of the City of East Jordan shail have the 
right to enter at any reasonable time any property served by a connection to 
the public water supply system of the City of East Jordan for the purpose of 
inspecting the piping system or systems thereof for cross connections. On 
request, the owner, lessees or occupants of any property so served shall fur- 
nish to the inspection agency any pertinent information regarding the piping 
system or systems on such property. The refusal of such information or re- 
fusal of access, when requested, shall be deemed evidence of the presence 
of crass. connection. ; 

Section 4. That the City of East Jordan is hereby authorized and directed 
to discontinue water service after reasonable notice to any property wherein 
any connection in violation of this ordinance exists and to take such other 
precautionary measures deemed necessary to eliminate any danger of con- 
tamination of the public water supply system. Water service to such property 
shall not be restored until the cross connection(s) has been eliminated in com- 
pliance with the provisions of this ordinance. 

Section 5. That all testable backflow prevention devices shall be tested 
initially upon installation to be sure that the device is working properly. Subse- 
quent testing of devices shall be conducted at a time interval specified by the 
city of East Jordan and in accordance with Michigan Department of Environ- 
mental Quality requirements. Only individuals approved by the City of East 
Jordan shall be qualified to perform such testing. That individual(s) shall cer- 
tify the results of his/her testing. 

Section 6. That the potable water supply made available on the properties 
served by the public water supply shall be protected from possible contamina- 
tion as specified by this ordinance and by the state and the Charlevoix County 
building code. Any water outlet which could be used for potable or domestic 
purposes and which is not supplied by the potable system must be labeled in 
a conspicuous manner as: 


WATER UNSAFE FOR DRINKING 

Section 7. That this ordinance does not supersede the state plumbing code 
but is supplementary to it. 

Section 8. That any person or customer found guilty of violating any of the 
provisions of this ordinance or any written order of the City of East Jordan, in 
pursuance thereof, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon con- 
viction thereof shall be punished by a fine of not less that $200 nor more than 
$500 for each violation. Each day upon which a violation of the provisions of 
this act shall occur shall be deemed a separate and additional violation for the 
purpose of this ordinance.

Computer users question 
appropriate eyeglass wear

Dear Readers: 

Recently, I have had many questions regarding eyeglasses for com- 
puter use. I believe the following should address most of the common 
questions and concerns. 

Today, computers are everywhere. The most common ‘complaints of 
computer operators include blurred vision at some or all distances, head- 
aches, burning and itching eyes, eye fatigue, flickering and doubling of 
vision. People wearing conventional bifocals may also have neck, shoul- 
der and back pain. 

Here are some helpful tips to improve your comfort and visual effi- 
ciency when using your computer monitor... 

+ New lenses on the market made especially for computer use allow 
full vision of the screen and keyboard. 

* Trifocal or progressive lenses allows much better head and neck po- 
sition than bifocals. 

» Computer glasses, like all glasses, should block all the UV light with 
an ultra violet protective coating. , 

* You should block the overhead light reflecting from the monitor with 
a filter over the screen or a visor (like the bill of a hat.) 

» Have anti-reflective coating put on your lenses to stop the glare and 
reflection. 

* Double check your chair position. You want to be sitting at the proper 
angle, distance and height from the VDT screen. 

¢ Place reference material at the same distance frorn the eyes as the 
monitor to avoid having to change focus when looking from one to the 
other. Frequent changes of focusing distance may cause your eyes to 
fatigue and you to tire quickly. 

* To relieve near focus fatigue, look off in the distance now and then. 
Your boss may think you are daydreaming but you are actually recharg- 
ing your eyes, 

* Most importantly, have regular eye examinations so that your eyes 
and glasses are working together to give you the clearest and sharpest 
vision possible.

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Ah, those elusive morels 


A local expert gives the inside skinn yw on all there is to know about our fa vorite fungi 


By TOM JOHNSON 


The true harbinger of spring is 
when the first black morels mysteri- 
ously begin to pop out of the ground. 
This is when I fall victim to my com- 
pulsive behavior of being in the 
woods and hunting morel mush- 
rooms. 

Many daydreaming moments are 
spent plucking these odd-looking 
fungi from the forest floor on a clear 
blue day. My fingers wriggle through 
the papers on my desk; searching 
through the leaves for the cool moist 
sensation of a mushroom; when all I 
find is a pencil eraser I know it’s time 
to don my hiking boots and go after 
the real McCoy. , 

In northern Michigan this time of 
year begins during the last week of 
April on a good year, or the first week 
of May when we have a late spring. 
The buds on maple trees are bursting 
open, wild leaks, spring beauties, he- 
paticas and trout lilies begin to car- 
pet the forest floor and dutchman’s 
breeches show their first pantaloon 
blooms. The bluebirds and tree swal- 
lows are back and the wild turkeys 
are settling in to their nests. 

If you become consumed by the 
pursuit of morels and stay in the 
woods too long the hermit thrushes, 
veerys and spring peepers will begin 
to call towards dusk reminding every- 
one that it is time to look at their com- 
passes and take a bearing towards 
home. 

Morels are considered to be one of 
the safest types of mushrooms to eat 
once you know how to identify them. 
There are five basic types of morels

that can be found-in the northern 
Michigan woods: black morel 
Morchella angustiseps, common mo- 
rel Morchella esculenta, half-free 
more] Morchella milibera and bigfoot 
or giant more! Morchella rassipes. 

Scientific names are given because 
people often see the same common 
names to describe two different spe- 
cies of mushrooms. Fortunately you 
don’t have to be a mycologist (the 
scientific name for mushroom freak) 
to safely enjoy finding and eating 
morels . The most important thing to 
learn is how to identify the edible true 
morels from the poisonous false mo- 
rels. 

All true morels possess all of the 
following three characteristics: 


1) They have a pitted cap where the 
pits are entirely surrounded by a con- 
tinuous ridge. 

2) The bottom of the cap (also 
called the skirt) is completely attached 
to the stem. 

3) When the mushroom is sliced 
vertically it is completely hollow in- 
side from the top of the cap to bot- 
tom of the stem. 

There are two kinds of mushroom 
hunters: old mushroom hunters and 
bold mushroom hunters. There is no 
such thing as an old, bold mushroom 
hunter. Therefore it is wise not to eat 
any wild mushroom if you are not 100 
percent sure of its identification. The 
best way to learn is, to have an expe- 
rienced hunter teach you. Always 
cook morels before eating them and 
eat them in moderation when trying 
for the first time in case you have a 
food allergy. Also avoid consuming

black morels (Morchella angusticeps) 
when drinking alcohol. The combi- 
nation causes some people to get se- 
vere gastrointestinal upset. 

If you are still concerned about 
morel identification, there is help 
available. The Mushroom Festival 
Committee will be sponsoring a 
guided practice hunt which begins 
with a tasty and educational seminar 
at 4:30 p.m. on Friday, May 17, un- 
der the tent in Veterans Park. The 
practice hunt will be held from 5-7 
p-m., leaving from Veterans Park. 
Space in the hunt is limited, so make 
sure you pre-register at the Chamber 
of Commerce. 

There are two basic types of false 
morels, the verpas (verpa bohemica) 
also called caps and crude phallic 
names; and the beefsteak morels 
(Gyromitra esculenta): Both of these 
morels are poisonous. Both are con- 
sumed by people who appear to be 
immune to their toxins. Their fami- 
lies have been eating them for gen- 
erations without any difficulty. Un- 
fortunately one‘in every 10,000 
people or so eats a false morel and 
dies. 

Life is too short for this when there 
are so many true morels in the woods. 
Much of the difficulty and mystery 
of finding morels can be removed 
once you know where and when to 
find them. The edible, true morels are 
put into two general categories, as 
simple as black and white. 

The black morels (Morchella 
angusticeps) are the first to arrive in 
spring. Begin looking as described 
earlier during the last week of April 
or beginning of May. If you are truly 
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addicted like me, head south to south- 
ern Indiana or Missouri in the middle 
of April for a long weekend to get an 
early start on the season. Look for 
black morels in stands of mixed hard- 
wood trees containing beech, maple, 
basswood, oak, aspen, or “popple” 
stands and also try in conifer forests 
especially those containing spruce 
trees. 

The second group of morels dre the 
whites which include the common or 
yellow morel and the early or gray 
morel. The white morels don’t start 
appearing until the middle of May 
when the black morels are at their 
peak of abundance. This is the time 
of year when the leaves on the trees 
are completely unfolded but stil! pos- 
sess that light virgin green color. The 
umbrella-like flower clusters of wild 
Jeeks are in full bloom, along with the 
heart-shaped flowers of squirrel corn, 
trilliums and the yellow pollen of 
beech and maple trees is thick in the 
air and can be seen as a light cover- 
ing of dust on the forest floor or on 
the edges of lakes and ponds. 

Look for the white morels in mixed 
hardwood forests containing maple, 
ash, basswood and hop hornbeam. 
Old apple orchards are also excellent 
places to look. Good hunting will last 
all the way until the end of May. Ba- 
sically when the trilliums die off and 
the leeks turn yellow, the season is

those elusive morels 
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sically when the trilliums die off 
and the leeks turn yellow, the season 
is over. 

Finding morels requires the devel- 
opment of “morel eyes.” Your brain 
needs to:get used to picking out the 
subtle patterns and colors of morels 
against the camouflage of the forest 
floor. The best way to begin this pro- 
cess is to look at several pictures of 
morels before you go out hunting. 
After you find the first morel, spend 
some time looking at it, and call your 
friends around so they can have a 
chance to see it before you pluck it 
from the ground. You will soon be on 
your way to finding hundreds on a 
single outing. 

After a long day of picking morels 
you will begin to notice an odd sen- 
sation at night. Just as you close your 
eyes to rest, all you see are morels 
counting everywhere. it sure beats 
sheep. This same type of image oc- 
curs after a long road trip when you 
continue to see the yellow lines of the 
highway.

this activity can. have a negative ef- 
fect on the woodland ecology. Bea 
conservationist and make an effort to 
tread lightly on the earth. Try not to 
through thickets of wildflowers and 
avoid disturbing nesting wildlife. with 
sO many mushrooms in the Woods 
there is no need to be greedy either. 
When you find a large patch always 
leave a few mushrooms for the next 
person Or at least leave a few to give 
off spores to develop into mushrooms 
next year. 

Also pinch or cut Off your morels 
at the stem about a half inch from the 
soil. This Will prevent tearing up the 
microfibrous root system that will 
sprout additional morels in future sea- 
sons. Sharing and eating morels is of 
perhaps the best part of all. To ensure 
that your morels remain edible always 
keep them stored in a breathable con- 


‘tainer whether in the field or refrig- 


erator. paper bags and wicker baskets 
work best. Never use plastic bags or 
plastic containers. The lack of oxy- 
gen causes dangerous bacteria and 
mold to grow. 

Once home, morels need to be 
properly cleaned and stored. Several 
varieties of slugs and insects inhabit 
the pits and hollow core of the morel.

cheese, then pour in cream mixture. Bake at 350° for 
approximately 30 minutes. Serves 6. 


The best method for cleaning is to 
simply brush them off in order to 
maintain their unique and delicate fla- 
vor. Then when cooking and eating 
just pretend that all the bugs are gone, 
right? Nothing like a little protein 
variety in the diet. 

The alternative way is to cut the 
morels lengthwise and briefly (60 sec- 
onds or less) submerge and swish 
them around in cold water. 

Immediately shake them off and lay 
them out on towels for 30 minutes on 
each side to drain off any excess mois- 
ture. Then put the “shrooms” into the 
fridge covered with a towel. They will 
keep up to one week when cooled this 
way. 

Ninety percent of the flavor is 
maintained using thts method. 

If you want to preserve your mo- 
rels to use on some cold winter day, 
then try drying them. Cut the mush- 
rooms lengthwise and lay them out 
on screens or string them up to hang 
in the sun. 

The best and safest way to dry mo- 
Tels is to use an electric dryer that can 
be purchased for around $25 at any 
department store. Never store any 
morel until it is completely dry. 

The true test is when they are com- 
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pletely crisp and snap in half like a 
potato chip. If they are at all flexible 
or rubbery the mushrooms Will mold 
or become rancid. 

After the morels are properly dried, 
store them in sealed zip lock bags or 
jars. Put the dried morels freezer for 
further shelf life. 

Dried morels will keep for one to 
three years and maintain nearly all 
their flavor and texture when recon- 
stituted. No other methods compare 
to drying. 

Never freeze morels in a container 
of water. They will lose their flavor 
and texture and turn mushy when 
thawed. You may as stomp on them 
with a dirty old shoe and then dry 
them on the hood of your car. 

There are many fine recipes for 
cooking morels in quiches, gravies, 
sauces, soups, stews and pasta dishes. 
For further information on recipes, try 
the Morel Cookbook Boyne City 
Morel Festival Committee. 

No matter what recipe suits your 
fungi, nothing in the world beats fla- 
vor of a freshly picked morel sauteeed 
in butter and lightly salted.
